The cantata which was performed 
previously over the NBC radio net- 
work and last summer at Tangle- 
wood, Mass., bythe Boston sym- 
phony, is a choral work for solo

Hartnell-Monterey Football Game Contract 
Is Studied By Student Body Commissioners

After discussion which dominated 
two regular meetings, the Hartnell 
college ASB commissioners passed 
a motion Monday recommending 
a more specific football contract be- 
tween Hartnell and Monterey Pe- 
ninsula college. 

Haggling over the present con- 
tract gained impetus several weeks 
ago when proponents of a home 
and home contract fired an infil- 
trating campaign. The present con- 
tract, and the one embraced and 
strengthened ‘by the commissioners 
is of the 50-50 split gate variety. 

At last week’s session it was unan- 
imously agreed that the split con- 
tract should be retained rather than 
revrting to a home and home con- 
tract. 

It was pointed out that the home 
and home contract would create a 


“feast or famine” situation for both 
schools. 

The commissioners had, however, 
recognized need for a change in 
the present contract. 

“Everything should be in the 
contract; nothing should be im- 
plied,” George Dudley, sophomore 
president, declared. 

Implied Clauses Not Good 
* Hartnell President Stuart Dufour, 
who was present at both meetings, 
and all the commissioners agreed 
that implied clauses were not con- 
ducive to a strong contract. 

After further discussion this 
week, the commission passed a mo- 
tion recommending “that the de- 
partment of athletics and the pres- 
ident of the college be authorized 
to negotiate a 50-50 split contract 
with Monterey Peninsula college 
for Thanksgiving day games in 1956 


and 1957 including the following 
conditions: 

“Following are the deductions 
which are to be taken by the home 
school from the gross receipts of 
ticket sales before a 50-50 split of 
the net. receipts is made between 
the two contracting schools: 

Hosts Buy Insurance 

“1. Rain insurance is to be paid 
by the home college for the maxi- 
mum amount of insurance possible. 
In the event rain insurance is col- 
lected, the insurance is to be split 
evenly between the two colleges 
after deduction for maximum per- 
mitted expenses. 

“2. All admission taxes are to be 
paid by the home college. 

“3. A total of $300 is the maxi- 
mum amount permitted for ex- 
penses of conductin htge game, ex-

clusive of rain insurance and taxes 
and including advertising; if less 
than this amount is spent, only the 
actual expenses are to be deducted. 
Will Limit Passes 

“In addition to the. above the 
following conditions will be ob- 
served by both parties: 

“1, Each college will restrict 
passes good for this game to a max- 
imum of 500 individual admissions. 

“2. In addition members of both 
football teams shall receive team 
passes with a limit of two passes 
for each player and a maximum of 
40 players for each team. 

“3. Prices charged for admission 
shall bé $1 for adults, 50 cents for 
students, either high school or jun- 
ior college or college students with 
student body cards and servicemen 
in uniform and 25 cents for chil- 
dren, including junior high school 
students. The student body of the 
home team will be admitted free. 


“4, A pro-rated share of the sea- 
son ticket income will be counted 
in the total income.” 

Just Recommending 

Eris emphasized that this was 
strictly a recommendation and that 
the commission was not “going over 
anyone’s head.” Mr. Dufour agreed 
with this and announced that he 
would meet with Dr, Calvin Flint, 
president of M.P.C., during the 
week and present him with the mo- 
tion.
